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Loose Barges 
Pose Problem 
On Ohio River 


IIARKLAMD, Ind. (UP!) — 
Fifteen barges broke loose from 
a tug on the Ohio River today, 
and fumes that caused watery 
eyes prompted 
authorities to 
impose a 
“voluntary evacua­ 
tion” of residents nearby. 
Some of the barges passed 
through the locks in the Mark- 
land Dam and sunk. Four oth­ 
ers rested crossways against 
the dam. At least one, contain­ 
ing an odorous chemical, appar­ 
ently was wrecked. 


Indiana State Police said res­ 
idents 
within 
a 
quarter-mile 
radius were advised they may 
evacuate if they wish, to avoid 
‘rather strong” fumes described 
as “not extremely hazardous” 
but nevertheless irritating to 
the eyes. 
Police 
said 
small 
aircraft 
were' being 
advised to 
stay 
from the area and that federal 
authorities operating the dam 
had threatened to file charges 
against the operators of low- 
flying planes containing sight­ 
seers or photographers. 
Officials said 11 barges got 
through the dam and some of 
them sunk. 
At least one of the barges 
was reported to be loaded with 
a highly flammable material 
and another, and possibly two, 
contain a toxic chemical, an 
aldehyde, according to Indiana 
State Polk*. 
A worker at the dam said 
there were chemical fumes in 
the air, apparently from one of 
the four barges resting against 
the dam near this community 
in the extreme southeastern cor­ 
ner of the state. He said one of 
the barges was reported sink­ 
ing. 
Indiana 
and Kentucky fire 
units were standing by in case 
they were needed along the 
Kentucky side of the river. 
Indiana State Police said they 
tried to get a toxicity report on 
the chemical, but had not been 
able to get complete informa­ 
tion. 
The U.S. Coast Guard was in 
charge of the operation.

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■ Public welfare is one of govern­ 
m ent’s most difficult challenges. 
Thousands of Hoosiers truly need 
and merit the assistance of their 
fellow citizens. 
Yet the w elfare system is ex­ 
tremely complex, difficult to oper­ 
ate, the subject of never-ending 
controversy and contains much po­ 
tential for abuse. 
I like to think that we have made 
substantial progress in the adminis­ 
tration of welfare, the curbing of 
abuses, and providing aid to all 
needy persons who qualify. 
Recently, the state welfare direc­ 
tor, Mr. Wayne Stanton, provided 
me with a report on our progress 
during 1973. I would like to share 
the highlights with you. 
He reports that the 3,000 county 
welfare workers and 400 state wel­ 
fare workers have now reached a 
general consensus on our approach 
to welfare administration. 
“We have been successful in es­ 
tablishing a statewide direction and 
purpose as opposed to 92 separate 
welfare structures with often-con­ 
flicting local philosophies and prac­ 
tices,” he reports. Procedures have 
been changed to reflect the actual 
workloads and to recognize local 
problems. 
The state has made substantial 
headway in reducing the error rate 
in w elfare payments. That error 


rate, computed by the federal gov­ 
ernment, had been nearly 32 per 
cent. Indiana has submitted a plan 
to the federal government to re­ 
duce the error rate to 8 per cent 
within one year. Over the long haul, 
even better performance is antici­ 
pated. 
Ineligible recipients have been 
trimmed from the welfare rolls and 
a heavy backlog of welfare appeals 
has been eliminated at a saving of 
$750,000 this year. 
Regulation of the medicaid pro­ 
gram will be changed completely. 
A screening and treatment for 
youthful medicaid recipients have 
been implemented. Indiana's aid- 
to-dependent-children category In­ 
creased less than 2 per cent this 
year, compared to a 17 per cent 
hike in 1972. 
A special welfare seminar involv-' 
ing state and federal officials, in­ 
cluding members of the Indiana 
legislatu re and Congressional dele­ 
gation, provided lawmakers with 
new insights into welfare problems 
and the state's opinions have been 
translated into more realistic guide­ 
lines from Washington. 
M anaging public w elfare w ill 
never be completely free of flaws. 
But Indiana's program is fast be­ 
coming a national example of a 
st at e pr ogram heade d in that 
direction.

Non-Smoker* Relief Act was 
reintroduced in Congress, anl 
the Civil Aeornautics Board 
ruled that airlines which, failed 
to segregate smokers and non- 
smokers will be subject to fines. 
In addition, a number of en­ 
vironmental action groups have 
been formed to combat indoor 
air pollution by tobacco smoke. 
T h e 
Interagency Council 
credited much of this activity 
to new scientific evidence which 
shows that cigarette smoke can 
be harmful to non-smokers. 
Studies in smoke filled rooms 
indicate that the level of carbon 
monoxide may be to excess of' 
the legal limits for air pollution. 
Exposure to such concentrations 
of CO, they added, can be a 
hazard to people suffering from 
allergies, heart and resiratory 
conditions. 
Many people with none of 
these conditions, the Council 
said, 
are 
discomforted by 
tobáceo smoke. So it is en­ 
couraging to see that steps are 
being taken increasingly to 
protect non-smokers, especially 
to enclosed public places, public 
conveyances and in many work 
situations. 
Smoking and Health Week, 
the Council suggested, should be 
considered Consideration Week 
— Consideration of non-emokers 
who may be discomforted by 
tobacco smoke

Guerrero (older brother of 
Boston shortstop Mario Guer­ 
rero) came into the house and 
told me a scout with another 
major league dub was coming 
over in five minutes to make 
another offer.” 
Cesar Cedeno and his father 
spoke only Spanish.

Cold 30-Day 
Period Seen By 
Weathermen 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — fli« 
National Weather Service today 
predicted below normal temper­ 
ature averages for Indiana for 
mid-January to mid-February. 
Precipitation forecasts called 
for below normal average* in 
the south third of the state, 
above normal in the north third, 
end near normal in the central 
third. 
The twice-monthly 30-day out­ 
look said temperature» were ex­ 
pected to average 1.7 to 2 de­ 
grees below normal, with ex­ 
treme southern portions of the 
state expected to have near nor­ 
mal temperature averages. 
“Daily high* will be mainly 
In the 30s except some 40s south 
and lows will be mainly in the 
teens and 20s,” the outlook said. 
Precipitation amounts will av­ 
erage 2.S to S inches north end 
2.8 to 3 inches central through 
south. 
Two weeks ago, the NWS out­ 
look for the month of January 
called for near normal temper­ 
ature averages and above nor­ 
mal precipitation. The precipita­ 
tion outlook was fulfilled at 
least for the first half of Janu­ 
ary, but temperatures turned 
out to be much colder than nor­ 
mal. At Indianapolis, the aver­ 
age for January thus far Is 17.3 
degrees, compared with normal 
for the entire month of 28.6 
degrees.

By ED STATTMANN 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — This 
is a pessimistic look at some of 
the problems the energy crisis 
might bring—just because th e 
worst that can happen should 
be considered. 
Three 
Indianapolis 
Urban 
League staffers say that, f o r 
poor and, especially black Hoo- 
siers, a lasting energy shortage 
could mean, at its worst: 
—Layoffs. 
—People trading food stamps 
for bags of coal on the black 
market. 
—Increased deaths from fires, 
carbon monoxide and diseases. 
—More crime. 
—More 
police - community 
strife. 
—Increased hardships of hun­ 
ger, cold and poverty generally. 
—A lot less mobility. 
—More people turning to pub­ 
lic agencies for help. 
Blacks First Hurt? 
Rumors of layoffs are in the 
wind and black people are going 
to be among the first hit, said 
Michael Westbrooks, the league’ 
director of employment and eco­ 
nomic development. 
“If you have money, it ap­ 
pears that you might make it 
pretty satisfactorily throw#» the 
crisis. If you’re scratching — 
have no resources — you’re go­ 
ing to be in trouble,” he said. 
The prediction that it might 
come to trading food stamps for 
coal came from Mrs. Rosa Lee 
Brown, program assistant, who 
said the coal sellers would find 
ways to turn the stamps into 
money. 
“In 
the poor 
communities 
they’ve got those old-fashioned 
wood stoves. They’re burning old 
rubber tires already,” she said. 
She said people mix the tires 
with wood, paper and coal, jüst 
to keep a fire going a little 
longer. 
“They’re burning a lot of coal 
oil in the poor communities— 
they still use an awful lot of 
that on the east side,” she said. 
“It’s sold at service stations.” 
Program 
director 
Duane 
Etienne said the state program 
fro allocation of fuel oil is excel­ 
lent, but “that’s all conditioned 
upon your having money to pay 
for it.” People used to buying 
$15-$20 worth of heating oil on 
accumulated funds or credit will 
be hit hard, he said. 
No Strategies Yet 
“We haven’t yet developed 
strategies in regard to that,” 
Etienne said. He said there are 
plans to find out what the Cen­ 
ter Twp. trustee and other agen­ 
cies will provide toward f u e l 
money. 
Etienne said he expects more 
fires as people try to heat their 
homes with makeshift stoves or 
overload their electrical system 
with space heaters. The Marion 
County division of buildings has 
offered free wiring inspections, 
Etienne said, but a poor family 
cannot necessarily afford to re­ 
place the wiring. 
“Three quarters of this poor 
housing is rental — you don’t 
have to tell 'em they have poor 
wiring—they know it,” Mr s . 
Brown said, “But they won’t 
dare call an inspector. The land­ 
lord would put them out.” 


She said luckily the cooking 
stoves in most poor homes are 
gas ranges and people will burn 
the ovens and heat water on 
the burners to provide heat and 
humidity. When their gas bill 
gets out of line, though, she 
said, they get cut off and the 
township trustee wil pay the 
back bill but will not pay the 
turn-on deposit. She &aid many 
of the poor cannot cut down 
their fuel consumption as the 
President has asked us all to 
do, because they consume so 
little now. 
Ton Lasts Month 
“We’re talking about people 
who can make a ton of coal 
last almost a month. Their kids 
go out all summer and collect 
bits of wood to keep in t h e 
basement.” She said she feared 
people will not be able to buy 
as little as a ton at a time. 
Etienne said some coal com­ 
panies already have cut off cre­ 
dit for such purchasers, al­ 
though allowing it for major 
credit card holders. 
Westbrooks said he feared 
people burning anything at all to 
keep warm might burn danger­ 
ous synthetics they find lying 
around, which could produce 
noxious or toxic smoke. 
Carbon monoxide results from 
incomplete 
burning 
of 
fuel, 
which could also be an increas­ 
ing problem, the three agreed. 
Worse poverty could m e a n 
more crime and more urban 
strife. 
“I can see a kid with no fa­ 
ther in a house. He goes out 
and steals coal. He’s never done 
it before. A policeman tells him 


to stop and he’s afraid—he gets 
shot,’ Mrs. Brown said. 
“I’m sure we’re going to see 
a lot of black marketeering 
with food stamps,” she said. 


Danger for Old, Young 
She formerly worked in public 
health and said that in recent 
years people have become apa­ 
thetic about getting preventive 
shots. She foresees danger es- 
espcially for old persons and in­ 
fants and increases in diseases 
long considered conquered. 
Some of the umrst off, s h e 
said, might be migrant workers 
who spend winter in Indiana. 
As for mobility: Scarcer and 
higher priced gasoline might es­ 
pecially affect persons who have 
old, 
ga3-guzzling 
automobiles, 
who use taxis to fetch their gro­ 
ceries in order to deal with a 
fair supermarket instead of a 
high priced neighborhood store. 
Some people will band togeth­ 
er; some will fight over scarce 
resources. "If there really is a 
crisis, you’re going to find out 
haw much people really care 
about each other,” Westbrooks 
said.

on a phenomena known in the

Simply 
put, 
multinationals 
are global corporations, mostly 
American, which control vast 
foreign 
investments. General 
Motors is an example, ITT' is 
another. 
Caterpillar Tractor, 
Colgate Palmolive also qualify 
for the label, along with major 
oil firms. 
Some of the 
corporations 
make as much as half of their 
sales overseas using foreign 
subs id a.ríes. The question is 
how, and by whom, these firms 
should be regulated. 
Congress is investigating the 
matter. 
So 
is 
the 
United 
Nations. 0 r g a n i z e d labor 
claims the American multina­ 
tionals, 
with 
their 
foreign 
plants, represent loss of jobs 
for American workers, and loss 
of tax monies to the U. S. 
government. 
Some say it is impossible for 
one 
nation 
io 
govern 
a 
multinational corporation. 
In the 
case 
of the oil 
industry, critics ask whether it 
is possible for the industry to 


avoid bringing pressure on the 
U. S. government to favor the 
Arab position in world affairs. 
What 
these 
critics 
really 
question is how ‘‘American” a 
multinational corporation really 
is. 
A charter issued in the state 
of Delaware may legally make 
a corporation. “American” but 
critics ask that if a major part 
of its profits and sales are 
made by foreign subsidaries, 
where does its real allegiance 
lie? 
Some fear an invasion by 
foreign corporate giants of the 
American market, with Arabs 
possibly at the forefront.

The first question we want 
settled is whether President 
Nixon may have known in 
advance that the comet was 
going to be a dud and to some 
degree acquiesced in withhold­ 
ing that information.

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Nixon Now Drawing Heat For Lack 
Coast Guard 
Of Big Contributions To Church

Nixon’s tax returns has scan­ 
dalized many church leaders, 
including his usually uncritical 
friend, the Rev, Billy Graham. 
The tax returns, covering the 
years 1969 through 1972, were 
made public recently as part of 
Nixon’s effort to show that he is 
financially 
as 
clean 
as 
a 
hound’s tooth. 
Public attention has centered 
primarily 
on 
the 
relatively 
small amount of taxes paid by 
Nixon 
during 
those 
years— 
mainly 
as 
a 
result 
of 
a 
deduction of $576,000 he claimed 
for giving his vice presidential 
papers 
to 
the 
National 
Ar­ 
chives. 
But the most striking thing 
about 
the 
returns 
to 
many 
Christian pastors and laymen 
was the disclosure that Nixon 
has been far from, open-handed 
in giving to his church. 
Nixon’s Home Church 
The 
East 
Whittier 
Friends 
Church, a Quaker meeting in 
Whittier, 
Calif., 
is 
Nixon’s 
home church—the only religious 
institution in which he has ever 
held formal membershp. 
To 
his 
church 
he 
gave, 
according to his tax returns, 
$250 in 1969. nothing in 1970, 
$1,000 in 1971 and nothing in 
1972. 


Thus his contributions to his 
church averaged $315 a year 
over a four-year period during 
which his government salary 
alone—leaving 
aside 
expense 
accounts, 
capital 
gains from 
real 
estate 
deals 
and other 
sources of income—was $200,000 
a year. 
That figures out to about one- 
tenth of one per cent of Ms 
salary. The biblical norm of a 


tithe is 101 per cent of income. 
Nor was there any evidence 
that Nixon’s small contributions 
to his church were offset by 
generosity to other religious or 
philanthropic institutions. 


Only Large Gift 
_ 
The only large charitable gift 
he reported during the four- 
year period was $4,500 to the 
Billy Graham Evangelistic As­ 
sociation. 
The 
donation 
was 
made in 1970, the year Nixon 
appeared at a Graham crusade 
in Knoxville, Tenn., There is 
nothing in the record to show 
whether he made the contribu­ 
tion 
in 
cash 
(by writing 
a 
check) or in “donated services” 
(such 
as 
making 
a 
free 
speech). 
The 
total 
of 
all 
Nixon 
contributions to r e l i g i o u s , 
charitable, 
educational 
and 
health organizations from 1969 
through 1972 
came 
to 
about 
$13,500. During that period, his 
adjusted 
gross 
income 
was 
$1,122,264. So his total contribu­ 
tions amounted to about one- 
tenth of one per cent (.01) of 
income. 
Billy 
Graham., 
who 
has 
refused to criticize any Nixon 
action from war to Watergate, 
was moved to say that he was 
“ surprised, at the small amount 
he reported giving to charities 
in relation to his total income.” 
Others were more blunt. 
“No 
church 
could 
possibly 
survive if all of its members 
followed this type of practice,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Carl Mclntire 
of 
Colingswood, 
N.J., 
well- 
known conservative radio prea­ 
cher. 
“No 
minister 
in 
the 
country who is a. pastor of a 
church 
dependent 
upon 
the 
contributions 
of its members 
could be other than shocked by 
what came out.”

The new' breed is on the 
m edi ca 1 
educa lion 
a s se mbly 
line at a new kind of medical 
school. 
Typical 
of 
the 
Innovative 
institutions is the University of 
Missouri-Kansas City 
Medical 
School. (UM-KC). It began as 
an experiment three years ago 
to demonstrate that 17-year-old 
high school graduates could be 
transformed in six years time 
to expert clinicians with a plus 
every 
patient 
desires 
in 
a 
doctor. 
That plus: an awareness of 
the patient’s psychological and 
social needs. According to the 
program, 
these 
new 
young 
doctors, will never see a patient 
as merely a “ gallbladder” or 
“hip fracture’ or “ uicer.” 
The new doctors are being 
trained 
for 
the 
role 
of 
a 
medical practitioner who will 
take total responsibility for his 
patient’s care. In large measu­ 
re, this will eliminate the need 
for 
a 
cast 
of 
specialists— 
putting a dent in the practice of 
patients 
being 
passed 
from 


specialist to specialist. 
Or. E. Gray Dimond, provost 
of the 
pioneering 
school, 
in 
Kansas City, describes the new 
medical education’s aims: 
“We 
are 
building 
a 
new 
concept in medical education. 
We want to develop men of 
compassion; men and women 
eager to help other people. We 
can’t merely judge grades and 
p e r f o r m a n c e s i n science. 
Science is relevant only when it 
is 
applied to 
a 
patient, 
to 
people.” 


Medical students training in 
schools similar to UM-KC spend, 
their first day of classes at a 
patient’s bedside. On one such 
visit students making hospital 
rounds at Kansas City General 
Hospital 
nervously 
felt 
a 
swollen abdomen, saw a diabet­ 
ic amputee, and stood, visibly 
shaken, around the bed of a 
patient who died before their 
eyes. 
It is the hope of the UM-KC 
faculty 
that 
this 
corps 
of 
doctors will give patients an 
M.D. who is an advocate for 
them in the health care system. 
These clinicians will provide 
an alternative to the confusing 
maze 
of 
medical 
specialties 
that make the patient’s search 
for 
diagnosis 
and. 
treatment 
costly and time-consuming.

Some large insurance compa­ 
nies are offering rate induce­ 
ments favoring car pool riders.

idea,

is to 
eliminate single passenger vehi­ 
cles that for years have clogged 
urban, 
and 
suburban 
roads 
during the morning and evening 
.rush hours. 
It isn’t necessary to be a 
policyholder 
in 
one 
of 
the 
companies 
that 
has 
publicly 
announced rate inducements for 
car 
poolers 
to 
enjoy 
the 
benefits, 
says 
the 
Insurance 
Information 
Institute 
of New 
York. 
Nor 
must 
all 
the 
members of a 
car pool be 
insured by the same company. 
All automobile liability insur­ 
ance carriers base rates to the 
individual 
motorist 
on 
the 
average 
number 
of 
miles 
driven per year, and all policy 
applications ask if the car is 
driven to and from work. 
If a motorist who has been 
driving alone to work joins a 
car pool and stops using his 
own car, the institute said he is 
automatically 
entitled 
to 
a 
substantiai reduction. 
It varies from state to state 
and company to company, but 
all the motorist must do to get 
'the reduction is report to his 
agent that he no longer drives 
to and from. work. 
Under most policies, he also 
can get a smaller reduction 
automatically if he joins a car 
pool in which he drives his own 
car every fourth or fifth week.

Ford Accuses Union Of Trying 


To Bring About Nixon’s Downfall

to exploit the Watergate affair

“ And make no mistake about 
it—it is an all out attack,” Ford 
said. 
“ Their aim is total victory 
for themselves and total defeat 
not only for President Nixon 
but for the policies for which he 
stands. 
“If 
they 
can 
crush 
the 
President and his .philosophy, 
they are convinced they can 
dominate 
the 
Congress 
and, 
through it. the nation.” 
Ford, in his strongest defense 
yet of the President, made the 
statements 
in 
a 
prepared 
address to a convention of the 
American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation.
